River complaints.

State Police 
Anti-Drug 
Program 


A total of $44,200 has been 
authorized in the fourth proces- 
sing of money award cases 
under the Michigan State Police 
“Turn In Pusher” anti-drug 
program, according to the de- 
partment's detective division. 

Twelve awards were approved 
in the evaluation by an impartial 
citizen board, ihe targest award 
betty 312,660. 

including the fourth proces- 
sing. the awards in the TIP 
program total about $229,00u. 
This includes $75,000 in the 
first processing, $55,000 in the 
second and $60,000 in the third. 
Awards in the four evaluations 
to date number 70, 

Since TIP began jast January, 
the department has had 6,403 
telephone calls on drug infor- 


‘mation. Of these, 2,508 have 


been investigated, though only 
1,134 were credited as having 
valid information. State Police 
TIP manhours through Novem- 
ber 23 totalled 50,510. 

The Investigations have re- 
sulted in 474 arrests, with about 
160 of those invoiving hard 
narcotic (heroin and cocaine) 
cases. 

investigations by all detective 
units of the State Police in the 
first 10 months this year have 
resulted in seizures of illegal 
narcotics with a total estimated 
316.4 million. The 
division reported that a signifi- 
cant part of this is attributed to 
successes under TIP.

Our 
system is still trying to promote 
Humanism in snite of irration- 
ality present within it. The 
Mysticism which held the great 
Eastern nations in ignorance for 
centuries has now been intro- 
duced ab uur fupe fur tie 
future. 

it ig MO wonder many young 
Feople today hold such a pessi- 
mistic attitude toward life. Any 
honest, intelligent attempt at 
being a Humanist while remain- 
ing reasonable and logical is 
impossible in our generation. 
To attempt such results in 
anxiety and despair. 

Bible prophecy is being ful- 
filled. The world is almost ready 
for the coming of Antichrist 
who will unite the religious, 
governmeniai and economic 
forces of the world under one 
system. Man in general will turn 
to mysticism and eventually to 
Antichrist betore he will admit 
the failure of Humanism and 
repent of his rebellion against 
the God of the Bible.

I'm sure 
that Jesus, whose birthday we 
are celedrating, didn't make a 
distinction between kids and 
citizens, and certainly not be- 
tween the so-called “retarded” 
and the rest of us who haven't 
yet been categorized. But the 
important thing to me is that the 
people who buy these sort of 
cards (and in this case, both 
igcal} care about others - and | 
guess that is what Christmas 
should be ail about. Unfor- 
tunately, in our present-day 
sociely, such is not the case. 
{t’s sort of degenerated Inte a 
“Whaddamigonnaget?” thing, 
not “What am I going to Give?" 
Originally, the idea of giving at 
Christmas was supposed to be 
a personal recognition of the 
birth of the Christ Child in that 
cold manger in Bethlehem many 
years ago. But how many, as

Climate Ke y to Time of Holy Birth 


The evidence that the 
journey of Mary and Joseph 
from Nazareth to Betiile- 
hem toox place in the dry 
season. ihat is. before the 
onset of winter, depends to 
some extent on what we 
know about the climate of 
Palestine today, which, 
scholars believe, is not very 
different from whut it was 
during the time of Jesus. 

The annual mean tem- 
perature is a pleasant 
enough 62.8 degrees Fah- 
renheit, with a range from 
a high of 112 degrees to a 
low in winter of only 12 
degrees. 

While the lowland plains, 
nearer the Mediterranean 
Sea, receive heavy rains 
from November to April, 
winter in the hilis can bring 
biting frost, bitter winds 
and even snow.

Observe Christ’s Birth 


It is customary in the 
United States to celebrate 
the birth of Jesus on De- 
cember 25th, the date ob- 
served by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church and most Prot- 
estant denominations, but 
_not all Christian faiths ad- 
here to that date. 

In Bethlehem, Christ’s 
birtnpiace, the Roman cele- 
bration begins on Christmas 
Eve, December 24th, high- 
lighted by the traditional 
Midnight Mass, and contin- 
ues on Christmas Day. The 
Greek Orthodox Church, 
however, observes January 
7 as Christmas Day. mark. 
ing the occasion with simi- 
lar ceremonies. January 
18th and 19th are the dates 
for the observance in the 
Armenian Church. 

The three faiths have 
their own churches and 
chapels within the Basilica 
of the Nativity in Bethlehem 
and each observes Christ- 
mas on its own day with 
services in the Grotto of 
the Nativity at the exact 
spot where, it is believed, 
Jesus was born.

The separate observances 
are bolstered by a long his- 
tory which ecumenism may 
find it difficult to erase. For 
centuries the Churches dis- 
puted possession of the 
sanctuary, originally built 
by the Roman Emperor 
Constantine in 330, and pre- 
cedence in worshipping 
there. The Greek Catholics 
took possession of the build- 
ing in 1672. The Roman 
Catholics have shared it 
since the mid-19th century 
with the Greeks, Armenians 
have their own chapel and 
monastery in this city of 
about 25,000 population. 

Since the different ob- 
servances all involve num- 
bers of celebrants, proces- 
sions, traffic control, and 
other civic problems, the 
authorities of Bethlehem 
and the surroundiig area 
would be just as happy if 
Christmas were celebrated 
universally on one day, but 
{t is unlikely that such 
unanimity will be achieved 
soon in the face or the 
in the face of the Churches’ 
different tradtions. 


From Christmas Eve until the 
Eve of Epiphany, or the day be- 
fore “Old Christmas,” the ob- 
servance of the Yuletide in Italy 
is of a religious nature. But on 
the Eve of Epiphany it is dif- 
ferent. It was on this night that 
La Befana was supposed to come. 
She is the oniy one figuring in an 
Italian Christmas who could be 
compared to Santa Claus. 


La Befana was a woman. and 
not “a right jolly old elf.” She 
was said to possess a stern na- 
ture and a rather forbidding ap- 
pearance. On Twelfth Night, or 
the Eve of Epiphany as it is 
known in Italy, she entered 
through the chimney and into 
the room where the stockings 
were hung. She carried a cane 
in one hand and a bell in the 
other. She announced her arrival 
with the bell. So, when the lit- 
tle children of Italy heard the 
bell ringing they would hurry 
off to sleep before Befana comes. 


In the stockings of the good 
little girls and & he would 
put gifts. But in the stockings 
of the bad children she would 
leave only bags of ashes! It was 
a scramble early in the morning 
of Epiphany to see whether their 
conduct had been approved or 
disapproved by wise Befana.

Italy Celebrates Religious Christmas 
Festivities Representing Many Origins 


The celebration of Christ- 
mas in ilaiy, peliiaps mor 
than {n any other country, 
Wustrates the multiple ori- 
gins of the festivities we 
oheerve in modern times. 


Christmas in Italy is pri- 
marly a religious festival, 
highlighted by the Christ- 
mas Novena, a series of 
church services on nine 
nights preceding Christmas 
and c ating in a Mic- 
night Mass on Christmas 
Eve 


A feature of the obser- 
yanc¢e is the display, usually 
from Christmas Eve to Epi- 

hany (January 6th) of 
Pre ereche or Persepio (the 
sord means manger or 
stable), a Nativity scene 
with more or less elaborate 
Jandscaping and figures of 
sheep, cattle, and shep- 
herds, as well as Mary, 
Joseph and the Christ 
Child. At Epiphany, figures 
of the Three Kings with 
their retinues, bringing 


“gifts to the Child, are added. 


These Nativity scenes 
originated in the thirteenth 
century with Saint Frazicis 
of Assisi, who decided to 
make the Christmas Eve 
Mass a re-enactment of the 
birth of Christ, and for 
many centuries they re- 
mained essentially an eccle- 
siastical presentation. with 
local churches vying for 
the most decorative creche, 
In more recent times, Nativ- 
ity Scenés have moved in 
to private homes as well. 

In the early years of the 
Christian faith, persecution 
made public observation of 
Christmas impractical, and 
it was not until several 
hundred years had passed 
that the birth of Christ was 
given on official date for 
celebration. It is by no 
means certain that Decem- 
ber Ziti: is the actual anni- 
versary of the birth of Jesus, 
but it was an appropriate 
date tor the vvservaiice.

First Christmas Carols 


The first carols were dance songs, or 
ring songs, sung by viliagers around a 
Maypole, or to celebrate other festive oc~ 


casions throughout the year, during the 
Middie Ages, Later they hecame more ex~ 
clusively associated with Christmas. 

The word “carol” derives from the Greek 
and Latin word “choraules” meaning 
“chorus.” The phrase, “Christmas Carols” 
first appeared during the 16th century in 
England in little songbooks printed by 
Wynken de Worde and Richard Kele. 


DANCE CAROLS — Best examples of 
these rounds or ring dances are still to be 
found in Swedei, where people dance 
around the tree singing many rollicking 
songs. Elsewhere, dance carols are merely 
sung, although many of the tunes are 
known to inspire dancing feet. 


SHEPHERD CAROLS, of and about the 
shepherds to whom the angels appeared, 
and their coming to the stable with humble 
gifts are the most human and anpealing 
accounts of Christ’s birth. They were sung 
to accompany the vivid portrayals of this 
scene in the medieval “mystery” plays, 
which were commion in Fngland as well as 
all other Europeaii countrics, Best known 
today is the traditional English carol, 
“While Shepherds Watched.” 


LULLABY CAROLS were among the ear- 
Nest Christmas songs and Jike all cradle 
songs have a rocking, lilting rhythm and 
a simple melody. “Crad'e rocking” carols 
or “Kindelwiegen” were a part of the 
church rituai in Germany and Austria. 

A good example of this type of carol is 
the 18th century English carol, “What 
Child Is This?” which was sung to the 16th 
century dance tune, “Greensleeves.” An- 
other is the 19th century American anony- 
mous carol, “Away In A Manger.” : 

One of the most beautiful of all Jullaby 
carols is the “Coventry Carol," which was 
a part of one of the English medieval 
“mysteries.” It is sung by a group of women, 
portraying Bethlehem mothers justi before 
Herod's soldiers slaughter their babies. 


CAROLS OF THE MAGI — The arrival 
of the Magi with precious gifts for the 
Christ Child is the most picturesque and 
colorful part of all Christmas pageants. 
The Magi songs all tell this rich, spiritual 
story. Among the most familiar of these to 
Americans is “We ‘lhree Kings,” ie woids 
and music for which were written by John 
Henry Hopkins, Jr. in the 19th century. 

NATIVITY CAROLS — There are many 


varieties of these. The first hymns in honor 
of the Nativi e written in Latin during

Two of the most familiar of these to us 
are: “Joy To The World,” written by Isaac 
Watts in the 17th century and the 18th 
century German “Stille Nacht’ (Silent 
Night) by Joseph Mohr.

LEGENDARY CAROLS spring from the 
folklore of people throughout the world 
inspired by superstitions and pre-Christian 
beliefs. One thing they have in cominon is 
that they all tell a story, 

Most well known of these is the tradi- 
tional English “I Saw Three Ships,” “The 
Boar’s Head Carol” both from the Middle 
Ages, the latter of which is still sung at 
Christmas dinner at Queens College, Ox- 
ford, as the boar's head is ceremoniously 
brought in. “Good King Wenceslas,” writ- 
ten by J. M. Neale in the 19th century is 
abouta feryent Christian Duke of Bohemia. 


CARGLS OF CUSTOM dea! with pre- 
Christmas customs that have become 
attached to Christmas celebrations. For 
example, the yule log and mistletoe of 
England go back to the Druids. Decking 
the halls with boughs of holly and ever- 
green come irom the Hebrews, Egyptians, 
Romang and other ancient peoples, for 


Romans 


whom the evergreens were symbol ot life 


- triumphant over death. The wreath came 


originally from the ivy crown worn by 
Romans in Bacchanalian festivals. “Was- 
sail” was the Anglo-Saxon drinking pledge, 
“Waes-Hael” which means “Be in health” 
and which was part of Early Saxon feasts. 


“O Tannenbaum” (O Christmas Tree) 
the traditional German carol goes back to 
the early days of wandering tribes, who 
would always leave a grove of trees in the 
niiddle of the land they cleared. 

CAKOLS FOR THE TWELVE DAYS — 
During the 6th century, the 12 days from 
Nativity to Epiphany were declared a fes- 
tive season, celebrated in medieval England 
by many gay customs including. jousts. 
banquets, caroling and “mumming,” whicii 
originally was 2 sort of pantomime dance 
performed by masked and costumed groups. 
Best Known of these curols are the tradi 


tional English “God Rest Ye Merry," and . 


“The Twelve Days of Christmas.” which is 
based on an old French rhyme and chant.

“And it came to pass in those days that there went cut 
a decree from Caesar Augustus that all the world should 
be taxed ., ." So begins the Bible story of the birth of 
Christ in ‘Saint Luke's Gospel. 


“All the world,” of course, meant the Roman Empire 
of the time, and the “taxation” referred to was basically 
an “enrollment,” according to biblical scholars, a census, 
leading witimately to a land tax; so Ib was decreed that 
“alt went to be taxed, every one i ‘into his own city.” 


And so, Saint Luke goes on to tell us, “Joseph also went 
up from Galilee, out of the city of Nazareth, into Judaea, 
unte the city of David, which is called Bethiehem, tu be 
taxed with Mary his espoused wife, being great with child.” 


The Bible gives us little more than those bare facts 
about the journey which ended at a manger outside Beth- 
lehem, It has remained for biblical scholars and archae- 
ologists to try to fill in the details as best they can from 
facts known or guessed about the Palestine of that time 
and from other indirect evidence in the Bible itself, 

Although Joseph was a Judaean by jeataeat he lived

Although Nazareth was a fair-sized town, it was reported 
to have had only one good source of water, known today 
as Mary's Well, from which it would have been prudent to 
obtain a “canteen” before setting out on a journey, Wells 
and springs were to be found infrequently in the hills, 
particularly toward the end of the dry season, which his- 
torians believe was the most likely period for the trip of 
Mary and Joseph. As to food, there would have been no 
problem in procuring rations of bread, olives, and other 
provisions for the journey from an area as rich in agri- 
culture as Galilee. 


Arrival at their destination in Bethlehem did not bring 
an end to ‘roughing it’ for the travellers, for there were 
so many who had preceded them that ‘there was no room 
for them at the inn.” Therefore, this predicament léad - 
Mary and Joseph to the manger, a cattle shelter outside 
Bethlehem which symbolizes the birth of Jesus.

There’s something special 
about Santa Claus in a 
small southern Indiana 
town where the famous 
Christmas legend has be- 
come somewhat of an every- 
day reality. 

This town with a popula- 
tion of about 300 year-round 
residents, and a family of 
deer, is the jolly old gent’s 
namesake home — Santa 
Clans, Indiana — as well as 
the home of his helpers, and 
the location of his overflow- 
ing mailbox. 

A unique landmark at 
Sanita Claus is the U.S, Post 
Office near the intersection 
of Indiana highways 162 
and 245, and next to the 
entrance to Santa Claus 
Land. 

There is nowhere in the 
world where you can find a 
post office like this one. its 
architecture is that of a 
stone-fronted fairyland 
castle in design and while 
the community has but 
slightly more than 300 year- 
round residents this post 
oMice each year is flooded 
with about four million 
pieces of mail, The bulk of 
ail this maii comes around 
Christmas time to receive 
the cherished Santa Claus 
postmark. Still others arrive 
addressed simply to “Santa 
Claus, 47579." 

Letters addressed to 
“Santa Claus” represent the 
tens of thousands of chil- 
dren’s “want lists” that 
foretell visions of Christ- 
mas morning, promise cook- 


THE SIMPLE SWAG

This unique practice gates 
back to the late 1920s when 
Robert L. Ripicy popularized 
the town by featuring it in 
an article in his “Believe [t 
Or Not” column, After the 
articie appeared, mail began 
to mushroom, especially 
Jetters addressed to “Santa 
Claus.” 

Tourists with children al- 
so started to arrive and 
make visits to the post office 
with thelr Christmas mail. 
following in the steps of 
Ripley who also sent his 
Christmas cards through 
the office here as proof that 
there was indeed a Santa 
Ciaus — as verified by the 
postmark. For over 40 years. 
children have met Santa 
himself, played by Raymond 
Joseph “Jim” Yellig, 

Besides taking up the role 
of Santa Claus at the Santa 
Claus Post Office in the ear- 
ly 1930s, Yellig also em- 


barked on a project that 
now involves much of the 
community of the Santa 
Claus, Ind. area. He noticed 
that the incoming letters 
were being stored away be- 
cause there were too many 
far the postmaster of the 
day to answer and took pan 
in hand, along with his wife, 
to make sure children who 
cared enough about Santa 
Claus were answered.

nings”—young trees cut 
in forests to improve 
the growth opportuni- 
tles for other trees. 

Forestry experts and 
nurserymen point out 
that young, growing 
trees give off more ox- 
ygen and absorb more 
carbon dioxide than 
mature ones, so that the 
cultivation of Christ- 
mas trees actually helps 
the ecology, In contrast, 
they say, the manufac- 
ture of artificial trees 
uses up valuable energy 
and natural resources, 
which are not recover- 
able. 

After Christmas, dis- 
carded trees can be 
used in various ways 
to benefit the environ- 
ment. Even if you live 
in a city, ecologists sug- 
gest, you can help by 
getting in touch with 
a local conservation or-

Line ov suauy Ubies ASpeCts 
of Christmas, it is a blend of Christian and pre-Christian 
traditions, strongly influenced by local customs. 

In Italy the dishes of the Christmas feast vary widely 
depending on the region. In the north, for example, the 
meal may begin witn cappelletti (“little hats") stuffed 
with meat or tortellini, a sort of ravioli, followed by a 
minin dish of meat, which muy be anything from roast. 
turkey With chestnut stufling to zampone, a pork sausage 
packed in a pig's leg smothered with lentils, 

In the area around Rome, the traditional dish of Christ- 
mas Eve {s “capitone,” a large female eel, roasted, baked. 
or fried, following a religious tradition which prescribes 
a meatless dinner on Christmas Eve, the Vigilia, or Christ- 
mas vigil, In accordance with this tradition, the Roman 
fish market. held the night of December 23rd, is a pecullar 
feature of the Christmas observance. 

In the south of Italy. the feasting usually beging with 
macaroni with meat and tomato sauce, followed by chicken 
or meat in jelly. 

Particularly characteristic of Christmas feasting in all 
regions are sweets: frultcakes of various types tpanctione) 
and other sweets in which nuts and honey figure promi- 
nently. 

The Christmas season coincides with the lengthening 
day and the beginning of the New Year, and from ancient 
times nuts have heen a symbol of fertility and a promise 
of the next vear's harvest, also representing hope for in- 
crease in herds and flocks, and the family, as well, The 
use of honey, the most common sweetener in ancient Rome, 
was a traditional way of conveying the wish that the new 
year might be as sweet as the gift.

How Santa 
Claus Became 
An American 
Christmas 
Tradition 


The tradition that Santa 
Claus is the giver of Christ- 
mas presents comes to us 
from a fourth century Ger- 
man legend of St, Nicholas 
(Santa Claus is a German 
corruption of the name). 
When St. Nicholas learned 
of three young women who 
were unable to attract suit- 
ors because their father was 
too poor to provide them 
with a dowry, he filled three 
bags with gold one night 
and threw them into the 
windows of the rooms of the 
young women, Soon after, 
they were all happily mar- 
ried. Unexpected gifts were 
thereafter attributed to St. 
Nicholas. 

The myth that Santa 
Claus descends the chimney 
to fill the stockings comes 
from the Norsemen. Their 
legend tells us that at the 
winter solstice the goddess 
Hertha appeared in their 
fireplaces and brought with 
her happiness and good for- 
tune. 

Dr. Clement Clarke Moore, 
a professor in the General 
‘Tneologicai Seminary in 
New York, put the myth in 
the forin of a poem, “The 
Visit of St, Nicholas.” He 
invented the sleigh and the 
reindeer and his description 
of St. Nicholas was suggest- 
ed by the appearance of a 
German man-of-all-work 
in his employ. The sleigh 
bells were suggested by the 
bells on the bridle of his 
own horse, He wrote the 
poem for his children in 
1822 and read it to them on 
Christmas Eve of that year. 
This poem has become the 
toundation of our own rich 
American tradition about 
Santa Ciaus.

Finland, Russia, and Alaska are ali places wnere herds 
of at least semi-domesticated reindeer are accustomed to 
working with man, particularly the Laplanders. 

The reindeer provides a vitai source of food, clothing, 
and even transportation for many psoples living on the 
edge of the arctic world. Among other things, reindeer 
milk is as rich as the cream of cow’s milk, although avail- 
abie in much smailer quantities. 

There are several species of reindeer in North America, 
where it is called the caribou, ranging from the woodland 
species, which 1s found in wild northern woods, through 
the barren ground caribou, which is the slightly larger but 
close cousin of the European.-reindeer..to.the Peary caribou, 
living north of the. Arctic Circle. 

The present domesticated reindecr of Europe and Asia, 
where it cam be found in single herds of up to 20,000, is 2 
descendant of the barren ground species of those regions 
and has been successfully introduced into Alaska as a 
stock animal. These tame reindeer are gentie and easily 
handled. 


Tak3s time to ee ‘itself, “AS a en Le ae and 
those who depend on them for a livelinood are nomadic 
and have no permanent home, since they must move at 
frequent intervals to find an adequate food supply. 

Because of the Arctic habitat. near his North Pole head- 

quarters, reindeer pravide an ideal means of transporta- 
tion for Santa Claus, but he can hardly claim a first for 
using them: cave paintings and bones found in prehistoric 
sites in Europe are evidence that the reindeer has been 
more or less domesticated since the time of the cavemen.
